Drawing  on  a  vast  wealth  of  evidence — folktales,  oral  histories,  religious  rituals, 
and  music — this  book  explores  the  pervasive  if  often  unacknowledged  influence 
of  African  traditions  on  American  life.  The  result  is  a  bold  reinterpretation 
of  American  history  that  disrupts  conventional  assumptions  and  turns  racial 
stereotypes  inside  out. 

William  D.  Piersen  begins  by  examining  a  series  of  African  and  African- 
American  oral  narratives  that  interpret  the  experience  of  slavery  from  a  distinctly 
black  perspective.  Centered  on  issues  of  moral  truth,  these  tales  bear  witness  to 
the  meaning  and  human  cost  of  the  slave  trade  as  perceived  by  those  who  were 
its  victims. 

Piersen  then  analyzes  the  ways  in  which  enslaved  Africans  adapted  their  rich 
cultural  heritage  to  the  new  circumstances  they  were  forced  to  endure.  He  shows, 
for  example,  how  they  imaginatively — and  often  aggressively — devised  forms  of 
public  satire  to  resist  white  authority.  He  traces  the  transfer  of  traditional 
African  medical  knowledge  to  the  Americas  and  demonstrates  that  in  antebellum 
America  many  black  healers  were  more  skilled  than  their  white  counterparts. 
He  further  shows  how  African  customs  helped  shape  the  evolving  contours  of 
American  culture — particularly  in  the  South — from  holiday  celebrations,  musical 
traditions,  and  architectural  styles  to  modes  of  speech,  habits  of  work,  and  ways 
of  cooking.  The  black  legacy  to  America  even  extended,  ironically,  to  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan,  whose  founders  imitated  masking  traditions  handed  down  from  West 
African  secret  societies. 

By  reestablishing  the  forgotten  cultural  links  between  Africa  and  America, 
this  study  enriches  our  understanding  of  American  history  and  offers  a  powerful 
testament  to  the  legacy  of  African  culture  in  American  life.

Robert  C.  Wood  approaches  these 
questions  from  his  unique  perspec- 
tive as  a  member  of  John  Kennedy's 
Academic  Advisory  Committee,  as 
secretary  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  during  the  Johnson 
administration,  and  as  a  university 
teacher  and  administrator.  Focusing 
on  domestic  economic  and  social 
policy,  he  examines  the  influence  of 
academic  advisers  on  presidential 
decision-making  from  the  Kennedy- 
Johnson  years  through  the  Reagan 
administration. 

Wood  shows  how  the  "brain 
trust,"  as  just  one  group  among 
many  seeking  to  counsel  the  chief 
executive,  has  had  to  compete  for 
the  president's  time  and  for  control 
of  presidential  rhetoric  and  policy 
initiatives.

This  volume  gathers  together  six 
outstanding  works  by  Asian 
American  women  playwrights 
written  in  the  past  twenty  years. 
Each  play  addresses  the  experiences 
of  Asian  Americans  in  this  country, 
repudiating  the  cultural  and  sexual 
stereotypes  that  have  long  permeated 
American  society.  Arranged  chrono- 
logically by  subject  matter,  the 
collection  conveys  a  vivid  sense  of 
the  range  and  texture  of  Asian 
American  history  as  seen  through 
women's  eyes. 

The  anthology  opens  with  Genny 
Lim's  Paper  Angels,  set  in  1915, 
about  a  group  of  Chinese  immi- 
grants who  are  detained  on  Angel 
Island  in  San  Francisco  harbor,  pre- 
vented by  the  Chinese  Exclusion  Act 


from  gaining  admission  to  the 
United  States.  Wakako  Yamauchi's 
The  Music  Lessons  portrays  the  hard 
lives  of  a  widow  and  her  children  on 
a  remote  California  farm  during  the 
Depression.  Momoko  Iko's  Gold 
Watch  examines  the  tensions  in  a 
rural  Pacific  Northwest  community 
during  the  tumultuous  days  preced- 
ing the  Japanese  American  intern- 
ment in  1941. 

Set  in  Kansas  in  the  1950s,  Velina 
Hasu  Houston's  Tea  explores  the 
reactions  of  a  group  of  "war  brides," 
Japanese-born  wives  of  American 
servicemen,  following  the  suicide  of 
one  of  their  number.  In  Walls, 
Jeannie  Barroga  probes  the  contro- 
versy surrounding  the  design  and 
construction  of  the  Vietnam  War 
Memorial  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and 
examines  the  pain  borne  by 
American  survivors  of  the  Vietnam 
War.  Letters  to  a  Student 
Revolutionary  by  Elizabeth  Wong 
chronicles  the  ten-year  friendship  of 
two  women — one  Chinese  and  the 


other  Chinese  American — in  the 
context  of  the  1989  Tiananmen 
Square  uprising.  The  volume 
includes  an  extended  introduction  by 
Roberta  Uno,  a  profile  of  each  play- 
wright, and  an  appendix  listing 
nearly  two  hundred  works  by  Asian 
American  women  playwrights, 
including  their  production  histories.

Annas,  Cheryl  Fish,  Elisabeth  J. 
Johnson,  and  Rose  Zimbardo;  and 
on  language  and  cultural  politics 
by  Pamela  A.  Fox,  Sharon  O'Dair, 
Pat  Belanoff,  Elizabeth  A.  Fay, 
and  Hephzibah  Roskelly.  The  book 
concludes  with  an  epilogue  by 
Michelle  M.  Tokarczyk.

Why  do  some  feminists  advocate 
male-female  equality  while  others 
remain  committed  to  gender  differ- 
ence? What  are  the  sociocultural 
foundations  of  these  seemingly 
opposing  gender  constructs  and  why 
has  the  American  feminist  movement 
failed  to  articulate  an  ideology  that 
encompasses 
both? 


Debra  Gold  Hansen  explores 
the  origins  of  the  equality-versus- 
difference  debate  by  examining  the 
Boston  Female  Anti-Slavery  Society, 
which  disbanded  in  1840  over  this 
very  issue.  After  establishing  a  histor- 
ical framework  for  women's  lives  in 
early  nineteenth-centurv'  Boston, 
Hansen  analyzes  the  membership  of 
the  Society  along  the  lines  of  race, 
religion,  and  socioeconomic  status. 
Through  her  findings,  she  concludes 
that  many  of  the  issues  that  estranged 
female  abolitionists  in  antebellum 
Boston  continue  to  divide  women 
today,  testifying  not  to  the  strength 
of  the  bonds  between  women  but  to 
the  fragility  of  those  ties.

An  African-American  scholar  and 
activist,  Rayford  W.  Logan  (1897- 
1982)  is  perhaps  best  remembered  as 
editor  of  the  1944  classic,  What  the 
Negro  Wants,  and  author  of  The 
Betrayal  of  the  Negro.  Yet  as 
Kenneth  Robert  Janken  shows  in  this 
first  full-length  biography,  Logan's 
contributions  to  the  history  of  race 
relations  in  the  United  States  extend 
far  beyond  his  prodigious  scholar- 
ship on  the  racial  hypocrisy  of 
American  democracy. 

Educated  at  the  District  of 
Columbia's  renowned  M  Street  High 
School,  Williams  College,  and 
Harvard  University,  Logan  saw 
himself  as  a  member  of  the  African- 
American  cultural  elite,  what  W.E.B. 
Du  Bois  called  the  "Talented 
Tenth."  He  was  a  self-conscious 
"race  man"  and  pledged  his  life  at 
an  early  age  to  the  cause  of  racial 
equality.  In  the  1920s  he  became 
involved  in  the  Pan-Africanist  move- 
ment; in  the  1930s  he  helped  pioneer 
the  civil  rights  tactics  of  voter  regis- 
tration drives  and  citizenship 
schools;  and  in  the  1940s  he  led  a 
campaign  to  end  racial  exclusion  in 
the  U.S.  military. 


Although  Logan  worked  closely 
with  such  prominent  black  leaders  as 
Du  Bois,  A.  Philip  Randolph,  and 
Walter  White,  he  himself  never 
achieved  the  national  stature  he 
sought.  Instead  he  became  trapped 
between  two  worlds,  alternately  cov- 
eting and  spurning  acceptance  by 
white  society  as  he  acted  both  as 
leader  of  African  Americans  fighting 
for  civil  rights  and  as  mediator 
between  minority  and  majority  cul- 
tures. Janken  explores  how  this 
dilemma  prevented  Logan  from  real- 
izing his  often  farsighted  goals  and 
from  gaining  the  wider  recognition 
he  felt  he  deserved.

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Melancholy  Dialectics 

Walter  Benjamin  and  the 
Play  of  Mourning 
Max  Pensky 


In  recent  years  the  German-Jewish 
critic  and  philosopher  Walter 
Benjamin  has  come  to  be  regarded  as 
one  of  the  leading  intellectual  figures 
of  the  twentieth  century.  Yet  much 
of  his  work,  particularly  his  theoreti- 
cal writing,  remains  elusive. 

This  book  offers  a  new,  compre- 
hensive interpretation  of  Benjamin's 
oeuvre,  focusing  on  the  central  ideas 
of  mourning  and  melancholia. 
According  to  Max  Pensky,  the  con- 
tradictions in  Benjamin's  thought — 
from  his  early  "mystical"  theory  of 
literary  criticism  through  his  adoption 
of  Marxist  and  surrealist  doctrines 
to  his  final  version  of  "materialist 
historiography" — can  be  understood 
as  his  long-term  personal  and  theoret- 
ical response  to  these  two  ideas. 

For  Benjamin,  melancholia  was 
both  a  subjective  disposition  that 
threatened  the  individual  with  inca- 
pacitating sadness  and  a  highly 
sophisticated  mode  of  understanding 
that  provided  a  form  of  spiritual 
insight  into  the  structure  of  historical 
reality.  Benjamin's  goal,  in  Pensky's 
view,  was  to  transform  his  own 
melancholy  character  into  an  instru- 
ment of  critical  acumen  and,  ulti- 
mately, revolutionary  action. 

Through  close  readings  of  the 
Origin  of  the  German  Play  of 
Mourning  (Ursprung  des  deutschen 
Trauerspiels),  the  essays  on  surreal- 
ism and  Baudelaire,  and  the  massive, 
unfinished  Arcades  Project,  Pensky 
demonstrates  that  Benjamin's 
attempt  to  work  through  this 
"melancholy  dialectics"  lies  at  the 
core  of  his  mature  thought.

A  collection  of  readings  from  over 
two  hundred  years  of  judicial  deci- 
sion-making, this  volume  explores 
the  changing  meaning  of  the  central 
tenets  of  American  political  culture. 
Organized  into  chapters  on  natural 
law,  freedom,  democracy,  equality, 
and  privacy,  the  selections  address 
issues  ranging  from  the  limits  of  free 
speech  to  the  right  to  die  with 
dignity,  from  affirmative  action  to 
abortion.  Together  the  judges'  opin- 
ions reflect  not  only  the  influence  of 
abstract  ideas  and  ideals  on  the  judi- 
ciary, but  also  the  evolution  of 
American  political  values. 


H.  L.  Pohlman  introduces  each 
chapter  with  an  essay  that  traces  the 
genealogy  of  the  principle  in  ques- 
tion from  antiquity  to  modern  times. 
He  also  provides  headnotes  to  each 
chapter  subsection  explaining  the 
key  facts  of  specific  cases.  For  the 
most  part,  however,  Pohlman  allows 
the  judges  to  speak  for  themselves. 

The  opinions  included  in  the  book 
are  drawn  from  state  and  lower 
courts  as  well  as  from  the  records  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  As 
a  result,  while  some  of  the  excerpts, 
such  as  Chief  Justice  Earl  Warren's 
majority  opinion  in  Brown  v.  Board 
of  Education,  are  well  known,  others 
are  less  familiar.  Whatever  the 
source,  each  provides  a  unique  per- 
spective on  the  moral  and  political 
ambiguities  that  have  shaped 
American  history.

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Field  Guide  to  Coastal  Wetland  Plants 
of  the  Southeastern  United  States

Coastal  wetlands  are  among  our  most  valuable  envi- 
ronmental resources,  providing  such  benefits  as  flood 
and  storm  damage  protection,  water  quality  mainte- 
nance, and  vital  habitats  for  fish,  shellfish,  and  other 
wildlife.  In  the  southeastern  United  States,  over  90  percent 
of  commercial  fishing  involves  estuarine  species,  and  the 
region's  multimillion  dollar  shrimp  fishery  is  dependent 
on  the  viability  of  coastal  marshland.  After  years  of 
misuse,  coastal  wetlands  are  now  recognized  as  a 
critical  natural  resource  worthy  of  protection. 

This  attractively  illustrated  book  is  a  field 
guide  to  southeastern  coastal  wetland  plants. 
It  is  designed  for  nonspecialists  and  should  be 
useful  to  biologists,  planners,  environmental 
consultants,  landscape  architects,  naturalists, 
and  students.  Intended  primarily  for  use  along 
the  South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coasts  (from  Virginia 
to  Florida  and  west  to  Texas),  it  will  also  be 
valuable  as  far  north  as  New  Jersey,  as  far 
south  as  Mexico. 

More  than  250  plants  of  tidal  marshes  and 
swamps  are  fully  described  and  illustrated, 
and  over  200  other  plants  are  cataloged  as 
similar  species  with  distinguishing  characteris- 
tics given.  Easy-to-use  keys  guide  the  reader  in 
plant  identification. 

The  author  also  offers  an  overview  of  coastal  wetland 
ecology  and  describes  the  eight  major  types  of  coastal  wetlands 
in  the  Southeast.  He  furnishes  maps  showing  the  locations  of 
coastal  marshes  and  mangrove  swamps  from  Virginia  to 
Texas  and  lists  places  to  observe  coastal  wetlands  in 
each  state.

One  Hundred  Years  of  an 
American  Sport,  1840-1940 
E.  John  B.  Allen 

The  first  full-length  study  of  skiing  in 
the  United  States,  this  book  traces 
the  history  of  the  sport  from  its  utili- 
tarian origins  to  its  advent  as  a 
purely  recreational  and  competitive 
activity. 


During  the  mid-1 800s,  inhabi- 
tants of  frontier  mining  communities 
in  the  Sierra  and  Rocky  mountains 
used  skis  for  many  practical  reasons, 
including  mail  and  supply  delivery, 
hunting,  and  railroad  repair.  In  some 
towns  skis  were  so  common  that, 
according  to  one  California  news- 
paper, "the  ladies  do  nearly  all  their 
shopping  and  visiting  on  them." 


But  it  was  Norwegian  immigrants 
in  the  Midwest,  clinging  to  their 
homeland  traditions,  who  first  orga- 
nized the  skisport.  Through  the 
founding  of  local  clubs  and  the 
National  Ski  Association,  this  ethnic 
group  dominated  American  skiing 
until  the  1930s. 

At  this  time,  a  wave  of  German 
immigrants  infused  America  with  the 
ethos  of  what  we  today  call  Alpine 
skiing.  This  type  of  skiing  became 
increasingly  popular,  especially  in  the 
East  among  wealthy  collegians  com- 
mitted to  the  romantic  pursuit  of  the 
"strenuous  life."  Ski  clubs  proliferated 
in  towns  and  on  college  campuses  and 
specialized  resorts  cropped  up  from 
New  England  to  California.  At  the 
same  time,  skiing  became  mechanized 
with  tows  and  lifts,  and  the  blossom- 
ing equipment  and  fashion  industries 
made  a  business  of  the  sport. 

On  the  eve  of  World  War  II,  as 
the  book  concludes  its  story,  all  the 
elements  were  in  place  for  the  explo- 
sion in  recreational  and  competitive 
skiing  that  erupted  after  1945.

A  statistician  and  pioneer  in  the 
treatment  of  the  mentally  ill,  Edward 
Jarvis  (1803-1884)  decided  late  in 
life  to  record  his  recollections  of 
Concord,  Massachusetts,  the  town  in 
which  he  was  raised.  Using  Lemuel 
Shattuck's  History  of  Concord  as  the 
springboard  for  his  thoughts,  Jarvis 
produced  a  remarkable  document. 
Traditions  and  Reminiscences  is 
encyclopedic  in  scope  but  intimate 
in  style;  it  provides  an  astonishingly 
detailed  account  of  life  in  early 
nineteenth-century  Concord. 


Jarvis  escorts  us  through  his 
family  home,  making  certain  we 
understand  the  function  and  value  of 
each  item  in  the  domestic  scene.  Then 
he  is  off  to  the  neighbors'  houses,  to 
the  schoolhouse,  the  church,  the 
social  clubs,  the  library,  the  post 
office,  the  town  hall,  and  even  the 
tavern,  where  he  unabashedly  counts 
patrons'  drinks.  Along  the  way  we 
learn  about  neighborly  cooperation — 
quiltings,  husking  bees,  and  barn 
raisings — about  social  manners  and 
respectability,  and  about  local  vices. 

The  result  is  a  vast  storehouse  of 
information  and  a  vivid  portrait  of 
life  in  an  early  nineteenth-century 
preindustrial  community.  The 
memoir  also  provides  a  first-hand 
witness  to  the  crusade  for  moral 
reform  that  transformed  mid- 
nineteenth-century  New  England.

On  New  Year's  eve  in  1843,  Rhode 
Island  textile  manufacturer  Amasa 
Sprague  was  shot  and  beaten  to 
death.  Within  two  days,  three  Irish 
immigrant  brothers — Nicholas,  John, 
and  William  Gordon — were  arrested 
and  charged  with  murder.  All  three 
were  eventually  brought  to  trial. 

Brotherly  Love  is  a  graphic  recon- 
struction of  the  crime,  its  social  and 
economic  background,  and  the  sub- 
sequent trials.  The  story  reveals  the 
antagonism  between  native-born 
Yankees,  who  commanded  great 
power,  and  the  growing  number  of 
Irish-Catholic  immigrants,  most  of 
whom  worked  in  the  textile  mills. 
Indeed,  the  economic,  political,  and 
religious  dimensions  of  the  conflict 
are  all  evident  in  the  trials. 


The  authors  argue  persuasively 
that  the  Gordons  were  victims  of 
prejudice  and  circumstantial  evi- 
dence, serving  as  convenient  scape- 
goats to  appease  a  community 
outraged  over  the  murder  of  its 
wealthiest  citizen.  Although  William 
was  acquitted,  John  was  hanged  in 
1845.  Nicholas,  who  was  never  con- 
victed, died  the  next  year. 

In  telling  the  story  of  this  notori- 
ous case.  Brotherly  Love  reveals  the 
politics  of  prejudice  in  nineteenth- 
century  New  England  as  played  out 
in  community  and  courtroom.  The 
book  also  speculates  that  Sprague's 
brother,  U.S.  Senator  William 
Sprague,  may  have  conspired  to 
murder  him  in  order  to  gain  control 
of  the  family  business.

From  the  end  of  the  nineteenth 
century  until  World  War  II,  ques- 
tions concerning  the  ideal  nature  and 
current  state  of  "civilization"  pre- 
occupied the  British  public.

Brutal  Choreographies  investigates 
the  novels  of  Margaret  Atwood, 
focusing  on  their  psychological  and 
political  concerns.  Drawing  on 
recent  feminist  and  psychoanalytic 
theory,  J.  Brooks  Bouson  examines 
Atwood's  recurring  self,  family,  and 
romantic  dramas,  her  novelistic  sub- 
version of  romance  ideology,  and  her 
critique  of  gender  and  power  poli- 
tics. Bouson  also  considers  the  oppo- 
sitional strategies  used  in  Atwood's 
novels:  their  punitive  plotting  and 
retaliatory  rhetoric,  their  enactments 
of  female  revenge  fantasies,  and  their 
self-conscious  manipulation  and  sab- 
otage of  romance  and  other  tradi- 
tional plot  lines  and  conventions. 

From  the  protofeminism  of  The 
Edible  Woman,  the  cultural  femi- 
nism of  Surfacing,  and  the  examina- 
tion of  the  perils  of  Gothic  thinking 
in  Lady  Oracle  to  the  domestic  and 
sexual  warfare  of  Life  Before  Man, 
the  anti-feminist  backlash  terrors  of 
Bodily  Harm  and  The  Handmaid's 
Tale,  and  the  power  politics  of 
female  relationships  in  Cat's  Eye, 
Atwood's  women-centered  fiction 
has  strong  oppositional  appeal. 
Because  Atwood  does  not  shun  what 
she  calls  the  "story  of  the  disaster 
which  is  the  world,"  her  tales  are 
often  brutal,  portraying  female  vic- 
timization at  the  hands  of  the 
husband  or  male  lover,  the  mother, 
or  the  female  friend.  But  if  the 
Atwood  novel  has  the  power  to 
disturb,  compel,  and  at  times  brutal- 
ize its  reader,  it  is  also  carefully 
choreographed,  using  form  and 


design  to  contain  and  control  the 
female  fears,  anxieties,  and  anger 
that  drive  the  narrative.

The  poems  in  Child  in  Amber  are 
about  loss — of  innocence,  of  Hfe,  of 
a  way  of  living — and  about  how  we 
either  accept  these  losses  with  rever- 
ence and  dignity  or  are  swallowed 
up  by  them.  Some  of  the  poems  tell 
of  childhood  and  coming  of  age. 
Others  are  fantastical  recountings  of 
people,  places,  and  things  the  speak- 
ers have  left  behind.  But  not  forever. 
For  at  the  heart  of  the  book  lies  the 
conviction  that  through  these  songs, 
the  singers  may  somehow  retain 
what  was  essential  and  sacred. 

In  its  darkest  moments,  the  book 
reveals  the  despair  we  feel  when  con- 
fronted with  the  unavoidable  fact  of 
life — its  passing.  Kingdoms  collapse 
in  ruin,  a  lover  departs,  a  hero  is 
murdered,  a  world  tumbles  into 
oblivion.  There  seems  no  escape 
from  tragedy  and  grief. 

But  at  certain  moments  the  speak- 
ers of  these  poems — a  janitor  watch- 
ing a  prisoner's  execution,  a  man 
recalling  a  childhood  trauma,  sol- 
diers fleeing  a  cruel  regime — realize 
the  necessity  of  salvaging  that  which 
would  have  otherwise  been  washed 
away,  of  embracing  their  lives,  of 
placing  the  eternal  quality  of  these 
experiences  in  amber.

This  collection  of  poems  begins  with 
a  prize-winning  piece  set  in  the 
Psychoneurotic  Ward  of  Ireland 
Army  Hospital  at  Fort  Knox,  where 
Dan  Howell  was  imprisoned  in  1970 
after  being  AWOL  from  the  United 
States  Army  for  fifteen  months. 
Ranging  widely  in  tone  and  form, 
"The  4 A  Shuffle"  goes  beyond 
autobiography  as  it  shapes  a  kaleido- 
scopic portrait  of  the  ward  and  its 
denizens  and  evokes  the  often  surreal 
texture  and  ambiguous  moral  land- 
scape of  those  eventful  times. 

Moving  gradually  toward  the 
present,  the  next  of  the  book's  four 
sections  offers  another  terrain  of 
"lost  country"  as  the  poems  engage 
an  ostensibly  more  familiar  American 
world  of  work,  kin,  and  friends,  of 
compromised  nature  and  flawed 
society.  But  the  angle  of  vision  in 
these  poems  is  askew,  that  of  an 
outsider  who  perceives  a  country 
characterized  by  transience  and  loss. 

Continuing  to  elaborate  on  various 
figurative  definitions  of  the  book's 
title,  the  third  section  is  a  single 
long  poem  that  charts  a  doomed 
romance,  entwining  it  with  the 
implicit  fate  of  its  California  setting. 

In  the  book's  final  section,  Howell 
seeks  to  reconcile  his  internal  country 
with  the  one  he  inhabits — to  find  a 
way  to  live  there,  accepting  what 
cannot  be  changed  and  learning  to 
cherish  what  is  lost  as  well  as  what 
endures.
